The committee which is studying ways 
to lighten the curriculum of Alberta high 
schools is destined to be the centre of a 
lively and widespread interest. In the esti- 
mation of the pupils the comraittee natur- 
ally takes precedence, for the time, ahead 
of the League of Nations. The more so 
because the young folks are just now in 
the throes of a fortnight of examinations;

What is Law? 

Tn an absolute monarchy low fe the 

will of the king, and the people must 
bey it regardless of their own opin- 
jons. 
In the land of free men, law is the 
will of the people recorded in statute 
hooks, It is legal recognition of cus- 
tom or popular opinion, 

This is not a mere theory, but an 
obvious fact, The consent of the 
governed is the foundation of law, 
And the much-discussed ‘disrespect 
for law” is a contradiction in terms, 
for if the people do not respect it, it 
isn't law, 

The statute Looks of all older States 
in the American union and some of 
the new ones, are cluttered with &4o- 
called “blue laws” that nobody tries 
to enforce, They may have been law 
in the irra) for they may have 
expressed. the will of the people; but 
now they have no support of public 
opinion and therefore have no force 
or meaning. 

Words printed in a book of statutes 
have no power in themselves, If they 
echo public opinion, they are rules for 
enforcing the public wills if they do 
not express public opinion, they have 
no more force than a motor not con- 
nected with the power line, 

Laws are not the source of power, 
but an expression of power's will 

Roosevelt defended the lynching of 
horse thieves on the ground that such 
apparent lawlessness was necessary to 
enforce the law, “Thou shalt not 
steal horses,” said public opinion, But 
the ordinary machinery of law could 
not enforce the will of the people, and 
to meke their will effective they 
brushed aside their useless se’ vants 
and enforced the law themselves, 

In a Jand of majority rule, majority 
will makes laws. There is no writ- 
ten statute to require men to remove 
thelr hats in a theatre, but popular 
custom and majority opinion regulre 


it, and men remove their hats in 
oobedience

Only one qualification was necessary 
the baby must not have red halr, ‘Ihe 
writer had taught school long enough 
to know better than to have anything 
to do with red-haired children, Upon 
visiting the children, she picked oul 4 
tiny blond baby, The superintendent

Is it true that there is a lack of 
harmony between the police and the 
police court magistrates, while the 
magistrates are at loggerheads among 


themselves, thus hampering the ad- 
ministration of justice in the city? 
This was the bombshell that was) 


thrown into the council chamber Mon- 
day night in the form of an enquiry 
from Aid. Cc, L, Gibbs, MLA, 

Ald. Gibbs also intimated that thé 
method of arranging bail for persons 
arrested after hours was unnecessar- 
ily burdensome, and asked if this al- 
legation was true, 

Are Referred 

Ald. Gibbs’ inquiries were formal- 
ly received by council and referred to 
the commissioners, with instructions 
that they be investigated and an- 
swered, 

While not necessarily hinging on 
Ald. Gibbs’ inquiry, Ald. J. W, Findlay 
introduced another matter earlier in 
the meeting dealing with the admin- 
istration of the police department, He 
said that he had wished recently to 
examine the books of the police de- 
partment in connection with two con- 
stables who were virtually fired from 
the force for drunkenness and disor- 
derly conduct. He said he was inform~- 
ed by Chief A, G. Shute that he would 
have to get a writen order from Mayor 
A, U. G, Bury. 

Ald, Findlay declared that the 
mayor wes no more a police commis- 
sioner than he was, and demanded to 
know where the mayor got the auth- 
ority to call himself a police commis- 
sioner, He declared that the work- 
ing of every city department, includ- 
ing the police force, should be an open 
book to every alderman under the 
terms of the charter, and that a radi- 
cal revision of the workings of the 
commissioners would have to be made 

Charter Silent 

J, ©, F, Bown, K.C.,, city solicitor, 
said that the power of police commis- 
sioner had been vested in the various 
mayors by themselves, as there was 
nothing to give them this power in the 
city charter, 

As Mayor Bury was absent during 
the discussion, Ald, Findlay asked that 
the matter be held over until the 
mayor was present 


“So fd px I—epeabing for the police 

~am concerned, there 1s the fullest 
co-operation between the magistrates 
and the police force,” said Chief 
Shute unequivocally, when questioned 
as to Alderman Gibbs’ inquiries ‘Tues- 
day morning. “Woe,” he continued, 
“try to assist the magistrates in every 
way and I believe they do the same 
for us, All three of them, T believe, 
rive us the fullest co-operation at all 
times,” 

The Chief refused to be quoted as to 
the charge by Alderman miodlay that 
records of the police department were 
a closed book to aldermen, “I'd rath- 
er not say anything about that until 
the proper time comes,” he sald, 

Mayor Speaks 

“A full statement will be made to 
council on all questions raised by Ald- 
ermen Gibbs and Findlay in connec- 
tion with the administration of the 
pollee department.” Mayor A, U. G, 
Bury stated ‘Tuesday 

“T have seen the chief and under- 
stand from him that there is the full- 
est co-operation between himself, the 
police department and the police mag- 
istrates 

“As regards the police commission- 
ership question that was raised by Ald. 
Findlay, I have not abrogated any 
powers in this respect to myself, I 
am not disputing the fact that the 
title of police commissioner as applied 
to the mayor is just the result of cus- 
tom and usage, and T do not know of 
anywhere in the city charter where 
the name ‘police commissioner’ ts used 
as a term of an office 

“The commissioners are a board of 
two, and the charter gives them ex- 
ecutive pmetenes over all munict- 
pal employees, including firemen and 
policemen, subject to the legislative 
jurisdiction of council, IT can sus- 
pend any municipal employees except 
the commissioner, and the commis- 
sioners as a board can dismiss any 
munieinal servant 

“As I said before, there is no spe- 
clal office of police commissioner, and 
the police department, as all other 
civie departments, is under the ex- 
ecutive jurisdiction of the commis- 
sioners as a board, 

“Tt has become a practice that the 
feneral control of the pollee depart- 
ment is one of the duties of the may 
or, a8 it would be impossible for the 
commissioners to confer on every lite 
tle detail of every civic department, 

“T might also say that no request 
for information In regard to the two

The standard consists of 1 field- 
stone base with a cement cap bearing 
the title “The Garneau,” surmounted 
by an ornamented column upon which | 
is borne a cluster of four light-brack- 
ets surmounted by a central colored 


light. It is a simple and dignified 
structure fully in accord with the 
canons of taste, Besides pre- 


senting artistic features, this group 
of lights will serve a useful function 
in lessening the possibility of accl- 
dent at this busy corner with its many 
streams of traffic, It will also be a 
land-mark, 

The site upon which the lamp stands 
is noteworthy, It is located on the 
main north-south artery of Greater 
Edmonton and in close proximity to 


the high level bridge, which made 
possible the amalgamation of the 
two former cities of Edmonton and 


Strathcona, 

This locality now presenta a pleas- 
ing contrast to its appearance of a 
year ago, Signboards and other ob- 
structions to the view have disappear~ 
ed.
